A  young  Eagle  squad  played  consis- 
tent, if  not  spectacular  golf.  Under  the 
direction  of  interim  coach  George  Cool, 
the  Eagles  had  a  string  of  top  ten 
finishes.  However,  it  was  not  quite 
enough  to  earn  a  tenth  straight  trip  to 
the  NCAA  Championships.
